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Reports  from 
the  President  and 
the  Director 


Report  of  the  President 

Flora  Miller  Irving 

This  past  fiscal  year  was  my  first  full 
year  as  President  of  the  Whitney 
Museum  of  American  Art.  It  can  be 
characterized  as  a  period  of  intense 
activity  and  growth  in  which  the 
Trustees  and  I  became  increasingly 
aware  of  the  present  strengths 
and  future  potential  of  the  Whitney 
Museum.  More  than  one-half  of 
the  Trustees  have  joined  the  Board 
within  the  last  four  years,  and  we 
have  shared  a  year  of  concentrated 
study  and  review  to  become  as 
knowledgeable  as  possible  about 
our  history  and  about  the  impact  of 
present  policies  upon  the  function- 
ing of  the  Museum.  We  are  striving 
for  excellence  in  all  our  activities 
and,  together  with  the  Director 
of  the  Museum  and  the  staff,  we  are 
challenging  ourselves  to  make 
our  efforts  more  effective.  It  must 
always  be  stressed  that  our  activi- 
ties are  based  on  the  integrity 
and  accomplishments  of  artists. 
I  am  particularly  pleased  that 
Museum  programs  are  becoming 
available  to  many  more  people. 


Through  various  grants  and  policy 
decisions,  the  Museum's  activities 
are  free  to  almost  40%  of  our  audi- 
ence, including  senior  citizens,  col- 
lege students  through  the  Helena 
Rubinstein  Foundation,  and  the 
large  number  of  people  who  visit 
the  Museum  on  Tuesday  evenings 
through  the  generosity  of  Mobil  Oil 
Corporation.  That  the  art  of  our 
country,  which,  when  my  grand- 
motherfounded  the  Museum  in 
1930,  was  unsupported  and  unap- 
preciated, is  now  available  to  a 
greatly  expanded  audience  at  the 
Whitney  Museum  fulfills  its  purpose 
and  is  extremely  satisfying  both  to 
me  and  to  the  Trustees. 

The  Whitney  Museum  is  the 
major  focus  for  the  appreciation 
and  study  of  American  art  in  New 
York  City,  in  the  United  States,  and 
now  throughout  the  world.  The 
exhibitions  of  work  by  Jasper  Johns 
and  by  Saul  Steinberg,  organized 
and  presented  during  the  year,  are 
both  traveling  internationally. 
Members  of  our  staff  are  invited  to 
speak  and  be  present  at  events 
across  the  United  States  and  in 
many  other  countries. 

Many  sources  of  support  were 
obtained  during  the  year  through 
the  combined  efforts  of  the  Trust- 
ees and  the  staff.  Our  deficit  was 
reduced  by  the  attendance  income 
from  the  popular  Duane  Hanson 
exhibition.  Projections  for  the  next 


year,  however,  include  a  large  defi- 
cit from  our  overall  operations,  and 
Trustees  are  aware  that  we  must 
find  even  more  sources  of  support 
or  ultimately  be  forced  to  curtail  our 
activities  (see  charts  below).  This  is 
the  challenge  presented  to  me,  and 
I  look  forward  to  meeting  it  with 
increased  enthusiasm  from  estab- 
lished sources  of  support  and 
through  new  contributors  which  the 
Trustees  and  I  intend  to  enlist. 

Several  new  Trustee  committees 
have  been  formed,  while  others 
have  added  new  members.  All 
these  committees  have  contributed 
in  diverse  and  vital  ways  to  the 
Museum's  operations,  from  the 
Museum  Sales  Committee,  which 
inspired  the  attractive  and  profit- 
able kiosks  in  our  lobby,  to  the  Bud- 
get and  Operations  Committee, 
assisting  the  Museum  in  the 
increasingly  difficult  task  in  these 
inflationary  times  of  balancing  the 
budget.  The  Development  Commit- 
tee, besides  recruiting  more  cor- 
porate members,  has  organized  the 
details  of  the  new  expanded  mem- 
bership program  which  now  pro- 
vides categories  of  membership 
from  $30  Individual  to  $1000  Whit- 
ney Circle.

In  addition.  I  want  to  emphasize 
the  excellence,  strength,  and 
growth  of  the  Whitney's  curatorial 
and  administrative  staff,  led  by  our 
splendid  director.  Tom  Armstrong. 

Nowhere  that  I  have  turned  in  the 
past  year  for  assistance,  advice,  or 
encouragement  have  I  been  disap- 
pointed. The  Trustees  and  the  staff 
have  been  constant  in  their  work, 
their  attention  to  all  our  present 
endeavors,  and  their  deliberations 
as  to  the  proper  course  for  the 
present  and  future  of  the  Museum. 
This  isa  challenging  period  of 
growth  and  reaffirmation  of  our 
resources  and  purposes.  The  Whit- 
ney Museum  is  at  a  midpoint  and 
we  are  all  looking  forward— with 
confidence  and  with  positive 
delight.  There  is,  however,  a  prob- 
lem which  must  be  met  during  the 
coming  year:  attendance  at  Trustee 
meetings  has  increased  to  such  a 
degree  that  we  have  outgrown  our 
beautiful  Board  Room  table! 


Trustee  Changes 

B.  H.  Friedman  was  elected  an  Hon- 
orary Trustee  of  the  Whitney 
Museum  of  American  Art  in  May 
1978.  Bob  wasone  of  the  original 
group  of  non-family  Trustees 
elected  in  1961.  Since  then  he  has 
been  a  dedicated  and  valuable 
member  of  our  Board.  His  experi- 
ence as  a  partner  in  the  Uris  Build- 
ings Corporation  and  his  under- 
standings of  and  sensitivity  to  our 
programs  and  ideals  made  him  a 
superb  chairman  of  the  Building 
Committee  when  the  75th  Street 
building  was  being  planned  and 
constructed.  His  involvement  with 
art,  both  as  a  critic  and  a  collector, 
and  his  outstanding  leadership 
made  him  a  uniquely  distinguished 
chairman  of  our  Acquisitions  Com- 
mittee for  nearly  ten  years,  during 
which  time  a  large  number  of  works 
were  acquired  and  collectors  were 
attracted  to  the  Museum  as  a  center 
for  their  activity  He  has  been 
extraordinarily  generous  with  his 
time,  his  own  contribution  of  art 
and  funds,  and  above  all  his  wis- 
dom and  good  judgment.  I  regret 
but  understand  hisdesire.  in  his 
own  words,  to  give  more  "uninter- 
rupted time  to  do  my  own  work  " 


Barbara  Babcock  Millhouse,  who 
was  elected  to  the  Board  of  Trust- 
ees in  May,  is  President  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  Reynolda 
House,  Winston-Salem,  North 
Carolina,  a  museum  of  American 
art.  Educated  at  Smith  College,  she 
is  a  Director  of  the  Mary  Reynolds 
Babcock  Foundation  and  author, 
under  the  name  of  Barbara  Bab- 
cock Lassiter,  of  the  recently  pub- 
lished book  on  nineteenth-century 
American  landscapes  American 
Wilderness:  The  Hudson  River 
School  of  Painting.

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Report  of  the  Director 

Tom  Armstrong 

The  summary  of  highlights  of  the 
1977-78  fiscal  year  at  the  Whitney 
Museum  of  American  Art,  which 
precedes  this  brief  narrative 
description  of  activities,  presents 
an  impressive  review  of  an 
extremely  important  year  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  Whitney  Museum  (see 
chart  below  for  increasing  annual 
attendance).  I  am  thankful  to  the 
staff  and  Trustees  who  made  it  pos- 
sible. Particularly  noteworthy  is  the 
recurrent  indication  of  our  service 
to  other  institutions  in  the  United 
States  and  throughout  the  world. 

The  exhibition  program  of  the 
Whitney  Museum  of  American  Art  is 
the  most  public  aspect  of  our  activi- 
ties, and  in  1977-78  we  presented 
an  outstanding  series  of  varied 
exhibitions  which  directly  charac- 
terized the  policies  of  the  Museum. 
Though  the  Whitney  Museum  is 
devoted  to  American  art,  with 
emphasis  on  the  art  of  the  twentieth 
century,  particularly  work  of  living 
artists,  our  programs  cover  the 
entire  range  of  American  art. 
Acquisition  activities  for  the  Perma- 
nent Collection,  however,  are 
devoted  to  the  twentieth  century. 

The  fiscal  year  began  with  an 
exhibition  that  demonstrated  the 
critical  judgment  and  sensitivity  to 
new  ideas  represented  by  our 
major  patronage,  the  Friends  of  the 
Whitney  Museum  of  American  Art. 
This  membership  group  has  contin- 
uously, since  its  founding  in  1956, 


provided  extremely  generous 
assistance  for  all  programs  of  the 
Museum  and  outstanding  contribu- 
tions of  important  works  to  the  Per- 
manent Collection.  It  was  particu- 
larly gratifying  to  recognize  with  an 
exhibition  the  distinguished  private 
collections  assembled  by  many  of 
the  Friends  during  the  period  of 
their  activities  with  the  Museum. 

During  the  year,  the  Museum 
organized  and  presented  major 
retrospective  exhibitions  accom- 
panied by  important  catalogues  for 
three  outstanding  American  artists, 
Jasper  Johns,  Saul  Steinberg,  and 
H.C.  Westermann.  These  were  the 
first  such  comprehensive  exhibi- 
tions for  both  Steinberg  and  Wes- 
termann. Each  of  the  exhibitions 
originated  at  the  Whitney  Museum 
and  traveled  to  at  least  two  other 
locations.  Jasper  Johns,  sponsored 
by  Philip  Morris  Incorporated,  and 
Saul  Steinberg,  sponsored  by  SCM, 
traveled  not  only  to  museums  in  the 
United  States  but  internationally  as 
well.  Another  important  retrospec- 
tive presented  this  year,  the  work  of 
Duane  Hanson,  was  organized  by 
theUlrich  Museum. 

The  recently  initiated  policy  to 
always  present  aspects  of  the  Per- 
manent Collection  was  imple- 
mented through  a  series  of  exhibi- 
tions and  increased  emphasis  on 
the  Permanent  Collection  as  the 
basic  resource  and  instructive  ref- 
erence for  the  changing  exhibition 
activities  of  the  Museum.  Continu- 
ous efforts  are  being  made  to 
increase  awareness  of  the  impor- 
tance of  the  Permanent  Collection. 


The  Whitney  Museum's  interest  in 
surveying  special  aspects  of  Ameri- 
can art  was  represented  by 
Synchromism  and  American  Color 
Abstraction,  1910-1925,  the  first 
major  review  of  this  twentieth- 
century  American  modernist  move- 
ment founded  in  1913  by  Stanton 
Macdonald-Wright  and  Morgan 
Russell.  Russell  was  directly 
assisted  by  Gertrude  Vanderbilt 
Whitney,  which  made  the  exhibition 
particularly  appropriate  for  organi- 
zation and  presentation  by  the 
Museum  she  founded.  A  survey  of 
more  historic  art  was  organized  at 
the  Whitney  Museum  during  1976- 
77;  Turn-of-the-Century America, 
sponsored  by  JCPenney,  traveled 
during  this  year  to  three  other 
museums  in  the  United  States. 

Exhibitions  in  the  Lobby  Gallery 
have  continued  to  represent  a  com- 
mitment both  to  historic  exhibi- 
tions, such  as  the  American  Art- 
Union  which  reviewed  the  activities 
of  this  important  nineteenth- 
century  membership  group  for 
encouragement  of  American  art, 
and  to  the  work  of  less  well-known 
contemporary  artists,  including  the 
photographs  of  Jan  Groover  and 
David  Haxton,  and  the  work  of  Wal- 
lace Berman,  a  revered  West  Coast 
artist  who  had  never  had  New  York 
representation  and  who  was  tragi- 
cally killed  during  the  previous  year. 
In  addition,  the  recent  work  of 
younger  artists  interested  in  draw- 
ing as  a  primary  technique  was  pre- 
sented in  a  small  group  exhibition. 

In  the  Lobby  Gallery  this  year,  we 
were  pleased  to  express  our  appre- 
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ciation  and  admiration  for  a  promi- 
nent benefactor  of  the  Museum 
through  the  exhibition  of  some  of 
the  promised  gifts  from  the  collec- 
tion of  Mrs.  Percy  Uris.  We  also  had 
the  opportunity  to  elaborate,  during 
his  retrospective,  on  Jasper  Johns's 
extraordinary  talent  as  a  printmaker 
by  showing  Foirades/ Fizzles,  a 
book  of  five  texts  by  Samuel  Beck- 
ett and  thirty-three  etchings  by 
Johns,  with  working  proofs. 

The  activities  of  the  Education 
Department  continued  to  be 
directed  toward  providing  college 
students  with  study  in  art  history, 
museum  management,  and  studio 
work  through  the  Independent 
Study  Program  and  the  Downtown 
Branch  of  the  Whitney  Museum.  We 
were  particularly  pleased  to  be  able 
to  initiate  the  Goodson  Symposium, 
generously  supported  by  Mark 
Goodson,  to  encourage  and  recog- 
nize scholarship  in  American  art. 
The  Helena  Rubinstein  Foundation 
made  it  possible,  through  an 
enlightened  contribution,  for  all 
college  students  to  have  free 
admission  to  the  Museum 

Educational  activities  for  the  pub- 
lic included  an  increased  use  of 
free  brochures  and  other  means  to 
extend  the  experience  of  visiting 
the  Museum.  The  program  of  free 
lectures  was  expanded  and  video- 
tapes were  used  in  the  galleries  to 
further  define  the  intentions  and 
technique  of  artists 

The  activities  of  the  New  Ameri- 
can Filmmakers  Series  were  recog- 
nized and  distinguished  this  past 
year  when  the  Film  and  Video 


Department  was  asked  to  present  a 
major  program  of  selected  films 
and  commentary  at  the  28th  Inter- 
national Berlin  Film  Festival.  Our 
unique  support  for  this  area  of  cre- 
ative activity  by  American  artists  is 
now  internationally  recognized  as 
an  important  and  distinctive  aspect 
of  the  Whitney  Museum. 

Acquisitions  for  the  Permanent 
Collection  were  particularly  out- 
standing during  1977-78  because  of 
the  generosity  of  donors,  especially 
those  who  responded  to  our  inter- 
est in  building  the  best  collection  of 
twentieth-century  American  draw- 
ings. The  Committee  on  the  Collec- 
tion endorsed  the  efforts  of  the  staff 
to  acquire  the  work  of  established 
as  well  as  emerging  artists.  It  is 
gratifying  that  many  newly  acquired 
works  quickly  become  part  of  the 
exhibition  programs  of  the  Museum. 

The  government,  corporate, 
foundation,  and  private  support  for 
the  activities  of  the  Museum  has 
been  outstanding  during  the  year. 
Two  major  exhibitions  were  funded 
through  grants  from  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Arts  which  in 
addition  supported  the  Downtown 
Branch  of  the  Whitney  Museum,  the 
New  American  Filmmakers  Series, 
and  acquisitions  of  work  by  living 
artists  New  York  State  continued  to 
provide  direct  operating  support 
through  a  grant  from  the  New  York 
State  Council  on  the  Arts  Two  cor- 
porations, JCPenneyand  SCM, 
became  corporate  sponsors  of 
exhibitions  at  the  Whitney  Museum 
for  the  first  time  They  joined  a  dis- 
tinguished continuous  supporter  of 


our  activities,  Philip  Morris  Incor- 
porated, sponsor  of  Jasper  Johns 
and  contributor  during  the  past  ten 
years  of  over  one-half  million  dol- 
lars to  the  activities  of  the  Whitney 
Museum.  Our  goals  and  intentions 
could  not  be  realized  without  this 
kind  of  vital  assistance,  and  I  take 
particular  pride  in  this  Bulletin  in 
recognizing  the  variety  and  com- 
plexity of  the  activities  of  the 
Museum,  made  possible  through  a 
diverse,  enthusiastic,  and  loyal 
group  of  contributors  (see  chart 
belowfor  analysis  of  expense  per 
Museum  visitor  compared  with 
income  from  admissions). 

The  Whitney  Museum  continues 
to  maintain  its  constantly  expand- 
ing activities  with  a  small  staff  of 
dedicated  people  who  accomplish 
an  increasing  amount  of  work  on 
behalf  of  our  goals.  It  is  a  pleasure 
to  thank  them  for  their  endeavors 
and  to  recognize  that,  without  their 
combined  efforts  and  inspired  con- 
tribution to  the  programs  of  the 
Museum,  the  scope  and  quality  of 
our  accomplishments  toward  the 
study  and  exhibition  of  American 
art  and  support  for  American  artists 
would  not  be  possible. 

The  Trustees,  who  are  responsi- 
ble for  financial  stability  and  the 
policies  under  which  we  operate, 
have  proven  often  during  the  year 
that  they  strive  to  achieve  the  am- 
bitious potential  of  the  Whitney 
Museum  as  the  most  active  institu- 
tion devoted  to  collecting,  pre- 
serving, and  presenting  the  best  in 
American  art.  I  am  grateful  for 
their  help  and  loyalty  to  our  efforts. 
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Acquisitions 


Acquisitions  for  the  Perma- 
nent Collection  become  a 
historic  record  of  the  judg- 
ment of  the  curatorial  staff  in 
their  efforts  to  present  the 
best  of  twentieth-century 
American  art.  Regularly 
available  acquisition  funds 
are  less  than  $20,000  annually, 
so  additional  patronage  for 
this  aspect  of  Museum  activi- 
ties is  essential.  Curatorial 
recommendations  for  pur- 
chases are  reviewed  by  the 
Committee  on  the  Collection 
to  which  we  are  indebted  for 
their  loyalty  and  enthusiastic 
support.  We  believe  a  museum 
is  only  as  important  as  the 
quality  of  the  art  collected, 
studied,  and  exhibited.

this  country  and  published  the  first  important 
American  art  magazine.  The  organization 
encouraged  American  artists  by  purchasing 
paintings  which  were  exhibited  in  the  Art-Union 
Gallery  and  circulating  prints  of  these  works  to 
members.  This  exhibition  presented  40  prints  and 
medallions  issued  by  the  Art-Union.  Organized  by 
Maybelle  Mann  for  Collage,  Inc.  Installed  at  the 
Whitney  Museum  with  supplementary  paintings, 
drawings,  and  early  states  of  engravings  by  Patri- 
cia Hills,  Adjunct  Curator,  18th-  and  19th-century 
Art.

Synchromism  and  American  Color  Abstraction, 
1910-1925 

January  24-March  26, 1978 
The  first  comprehensive  exhibition  on  the  subject 
presented  work  by  33  artists  who  pioneered  in  the 
development  of  color  abstraction  Synchromism, 
the  first  American  avant-garde  movement  to 
attract  attention  in  Europe,  was  conceived  by  two 
young  American  artists  working  in  Paris  before 
World  War  I,  Morgan  Russell  and  Stanton  Mac- 
donald-Wright,  whose  work  was  featured  in  this 
exhibition.

The  largest  exhibition  of  Hanson's  life-cast  sculp- 
tures ever  presented,  this  installation  consisted  of 
29  works,  two  never  before  shown  publicly.  The 
sculpture,  dating  from  1970  to  the  present, 
reflects  Hanson's  perception  of  life  in  contem- 
porary America  and  what  he  calls  the  "bitter- 
sweet mixture  of  life!'

Artreach 

In  September  1977,  Sharon  Fishel,  a  New  York 
University  Master  of  Art  student,  was  apprenticed 
to  the  Public  Education  department  of  the 
Whitney  Museum.  Her  apprenticeship  included 
visits  to  both  public  and  private  schools,  from 
elementary  through  high-school  grades,  to 
present  slide-lecture  discussions  about  the  work 
of  American  artists  in  the  Permanent  Collection  of 
the  Whitney  Museum.  Response  from  classroom 
teachers  and  students  was  consistently 
appreciative  and  enthusiastic,  and  many  classes 
followed  up  Fishel's  visit  with  a  trip  to  the 
Museum.  Through  the  generosity  of  Mrs. 
Laurance  S.  Rockefeller,  who  has  funded  the 
program,  Artreach  is  being  expanded  to  include 
almost  sixty  schools  and  to  continue  through  the 
1978-79  school  year. 


Goodson  Symposium 

The  Goodson  Symposium  was  inititated  this  year 
to  encourage  research  and  communication  by 
young  scholars  and  graduate  students  of 
American  art  and  related  studies.  Its  purpose  is 
also  to  identify  for  universities  and  museums 
some  of  the  individuals  doing  interesting  work  in 
American  art,  to  foster  critical  dialogue  in  the 
field,  and  to  tempt  specialists  in  other  fields  to 
contribute  to  the  explication  of  American  culture 
and  to  recognize  good  scholarship. 

Each  annual  Goodson  Symposium  will  focus 
on  a  particular  topic  in  American  art.  The  1978 
Goodson  Symposium  solicited  papers  dealing 
with  the  decade  prior  to  the  beginning  of  World 
War  II— the  1930s.  The  panel  of  jurors  consisted 
of  three  Whitney  Museum  staff  members— Patricia 
Hills,  Adjunct  Curator  of  18th-  and  19th-century 
Art;  David  Hupert,  Head  of  the  Education 
Department;  and  Gail  Levin,  Associate  Curator  of 
the  Hopper  Collection— and  three  jurors  from 
outside  the  Museum— Vincent  Scully,  Colonel 
John  Trumbull  Professor  of  the  History  of  Art,  Yale

Note  1— Summary  of  significant 
accounting  policies 

Works  of  art  and  library  works 
In  accordance  with  acceptable  museum  account- 
ing practices,  works  of  art  and  library  works  have 
been  excluded  from  the  balance  sheet  These 
works  are  charged  to  the  operating  or  restricted 
funds  when  purchased,  depending  upon  the 
source  of  the  funds  used  for  such  purposes 

Investments 

Investments  are  carried  at  cost  Gams  or  losses 
from  investment  transactions  are  determined  on 
an  average  cost  basis  and  are  included  in  the 
investment  or  the  restricted  funds,  depending 
upon  the  source  of  the  security  transactions 

Land,  building  and  improvements 

and  furniture  and  fixtures 

Land  owned  by  the  Museum  is  earned  at  cost 
Building  and  improvements,  and  furniture  and  fix- 
tures are  carried  at  cost  less  accumulated  depre-

Depreciation  is  computed  using  the  straight- 
line  method  on  estimated  useful  lives  of  fifty  years 
for  the  building,  twenty  to  fifty  years  for  improve-

Unrestricted  contributions  gifts  and  grants  and 
those  restricted  by  the  donor  for  more  specific 
uses  are  included  in  the  operating  and  restricted 
funds  respectively  Where  a  donor  restricted  gift 
or  grant  relates  to  a  specific  operating  purpose  a 
transfer  is  made  from  the  restricted  fund  to  the 
operating  fund  m  the  year  in  which  such  expendi- 
ture is  made 

Pledges  are  recorded  on  the  date  received 

Deferred  fees— travel  exhibitions 

Revenue  and  related  costs  of  travel  exhibitions 
are  recognized  proportionately  the  deferred  fees 
at  June  30.  1978  represent  the  portion  of  fees 
billed  but  unearned 


Pension  costs 

Pension  costs  are  computed  on  the  basis 
of  accepted  actuarial  methods  and  include  provi- 
sion for  normal  costs  and  amortization  of  prior 
service  cost.  It  is  the  Museums  policy  to  fund,  at 
a  minimum,  pension  costs  accrued 

Note  2— Investment  fund 

Effective  July  1 .  1976.  the  Museum  (1 )  designated 
an  investment  fund  with  the  objective  of  a  long- 
range  total  rate  of  return  rather  than  current  inter- 
est and  dividend  yields,  and  (2)  adopted  a  policy 
of  providing  for  general  operations  of  the 
Museum  an  amount  equal  to  6%  of  the  average 
market  value  of  investments  for  the  preceding  five 
years  ended  December  31

Note  4— Pension  plan 

The  Museum  has  a  noncontributory  pension 
plan  covering  substantially  all  employees  except 
those  covered  under  union  pension  plans 

During  the  year  ended  June  30. 1978.  the 
Museum  merged  its  pension  plan  of  February  1, 
1970.  as  amended,  with  a  predecessor  plan.The 
merged  plan  changed  the  funding  method  from  a 
Museum  restricted  fund  for  the  1970  plan  and  a 
trusteed  fund  for  the  predecessor  plan  to  an 
annuity  plan  funded  under  a  deposit  administra- 
tion group  annuity  contract  with  an  insurance 
company 

Pension  expense,  including  current  costs  and 
amortization  of  prior  service  liability,  amounted  to 
$44,852  and  $24,040,  respectively,  for  1978  and 
1977.  The  increase  resulted  from  a  change  in 
actuarial  assumptions  used  concerning,  princi- 
pally, future  salary  increases,  mortality  rates  and 
turnover  rates. 

In  addition,  $6,993  in  1978  and  $7,300  in  1977 
was  paid  directly  to  retired  employees  who  were 
not  covered  by  the  Museum's  pension  plan 

Note  5— Federal  taxes 

The  Museum  is  a  tax-exempt  organization  pur- 
suant to  Section  501  (c)(3)  of  the  Internal  Reve- 
nue Code  and.  accordingly,  is  not  subject  to  fed- 
eral income  tax  The  Internal  Revenue  Service 
has  determined  that  the  Museum  is  not  a  private 
foundation  as  defined  by  Section  509(a)  of  the 
Internal  Revenue  Code
